TAN then accused the USSR of robbing the Chinese people by pillaging 
Manchurian industry at the end of the war, A Chinese Communist committee 
member answered this charge by saying that the Soviets had taken Manchurian 
industrial equipment only to save it from "bandit CF1IANG Kai-shek," and that 
It had all been stored in Siberia and was in the process of being returned; 
CP'PCC delegates who so desired could go to Manchuria and determine the truth 
of the matter for themselves. 
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
